Ms. Comninou called to discuss some of the issues of the previous Office action (paper r)o, 23), She described how the 
present invention is different from the prior art, particularly Delta '906, and how the work surface of the workpiece guide 
relates to the work surface of the saw. Mr. Dexter noted that such a distinction would be further considered to claims 
drawn to the saw, but could not be considered for claims drawn to the workpiece guide (e.g., claim 1) since the table is 
not part of the workpiece guide. Further, some of the rejections under 35 (JSC 1 12 and possible ways to obviate these 
rejections were discussed.
